THE ;idmimstration's attempt to invoke the cloture rule— 
1 which limits each .senator to a one-hour address—is 
bpalon and the Month's filibuster against the unti-lynchiiiK 
bill rolls merrily on. The anli-lynching bill is dead 'for this 
session; congress has important work to do and the admin- 
istration will therefore sidetrack the lynch bill in order to 
got rid of Ihe filibuster. 


The senate performance on the cloture vole is encour- 


aging to cilixens who believe government is an instrument 
lor law and order, for principle and justice, rather than a 
.sounding-board for ignorance, prejudice and politics. 


In order to head off the filibuster the administration 


would have had to commanded a two-thirds vote, before the 
cloture emergency rule could be enforced. But cloture failed 
to get oven a majority, let alone two-thirds—going down to 
defeat Thursday afternoon 52 to ,'<7. 


The South had plenty of help from other sections in 


this fight. All that the South asked was to be allowed to 
handle its own domestic affairs, and to be given credit for 
having the same integrity and fairness that Americans of 
other sections claim for themselves. The South spoke, and 
the senate agreed.

Ih.'it people iiru always wanting to 
vote on, thinking to dispa.se of it 
Hint easily, is not a discussion of 
the horrors of lynching. It i.s a dis- 
cusion of » broad problem of gov- 
ernment — the problem of maintain- 
ing law and order where popula- 
tion is widely scattered. w))cre 
crime occurs in remote places, 
and where police arc few and sel- 
dom seen. 


Lynching has been 
a 
.stigma 


against the South and West, be- 
cause of the natural difficulties of 
policing an agricultural country. 


But other sections have oilier dif- 


ficulties. 
Chicago had 
its gun- 


men; New York its racketeers. 
The South has not proposed that 
beeau.se of so many crime headlines 
in the Northern press that therefore 
the federal govrnment should take 
over the courts and the treasuries 
of those Northern communities. 


And yet that i.s exactly what the 


anti-lynching bill proposed to do 
in the case of the .South. It pro- 
posed to send federal authorities 
into any Southern county where 
a lynching occurred, and to pay out 
of that county's treasury a judg- 
ment of $10,000 to the heirs of the 
lynching victim. 


Lynching i.s indefensible. 
The 


South has so reduced it over a per- 
iod of many years that it has now 
reached the vanishing point. 


Even the Republican Saturday 


Evening Post remarked a couple of 
week.s ago that the Northern ad- 
ministration leaders were 
being 


unjust 
in attempting to sit in 


judgment on the South, for, the 
Post said, lynching was virtually 
unkmtwn 
in 
the 
South 
until 


Northerners attempted to meddle 
with it in Reconstruction days. 


There are those who believe the 


United Stales is just one big happy 
family, whose customs nnd laws 
and treasuries can be administered 
from 
one 
national 
capital— but 


most men recognize that in a na- 
tion as big as ours it is impossible 
for one central government to take 
into account all the factors of local 
government, and do justly by them. 
Furthermore, we know by bitter 
experience that in a self-governing 
country some office-holders, even 
in high places, will stoop to arouse 
sectional prejudice against a distant 
part of the land to win voles in 
their own 
baliwick. I refer 
to 


Senator Wagner of New York, hut 
you could include Senator Guffey 
of Pennsylvania. Either would say 
anything anytime if calculated to 
win applause for the moment.

WASHINGTON.—<a>>—A majority oi 


the members of the senate judiciary 
subcommittee gave qualified approval 
Friday to a proposal to investigate the 
National Labor Relations Board, but 
they difered on the form such inquiry 
should take. 


Senator Burke, Nebraska Democrat, 


who asked for full hearings on his 
charges that the board was prejudiced, 
predicted the subcommitlec would 
recommend an inquiry. 


Burke charged before the commit- 


tee that the NLRB had made "several 
attempts" to violate freedom of speech 
and press. Burke listed several cases 
in which he said the rights of the press 
were invaded. 


In the senate Friday the Southern 


filibuster 
against the 
anti-lynching 


bill was aided by Senator King, Utah 
Democrat. In a speech against the bill 
King said there was more pressing 
legislation on which action should be 
taken. 


In thai connection, Senator Barkley, 


Kentucky Democrat and majority lead- 
er, informed the chamber that final ac- 
tion would be sought on the adminis- 
trations housing legislation Monday. 
Congressmen reported that a govern- 
ment system of all-rick crop insurance' 
had been agreed upon as part of the 
pending over-normal granary bill.

"lines" since the first of the year was 
reported Friday by the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of St. Louis in its monthly 
review of business and agricultural 
conditions in the Eighth Federal Re- 
serve district. 


Although trade and industry "con- 


tinued the recessionary trends" which 
the bank said have been in progress 
since last summer, th dcline was de- 
scribed as "much less acute than dur- 
ing the early fall." 


"Results achieved in 1937," said Ihe 


review "were more favorable than 
during the preceding twelve months 
and all years since 1931." 


Less encouraging statistics disclosed 


all business lines, except department 
.stores and other branches of retail 
distribution affected by holiday trade, 
whewsdhodeos SHRDLU ETAOIN EE 
showed decreases from the preceding 
year. For all building materials, in- 
cluding iron and steel, lumber, glass 
and 
cement, 
activities during De- 


cember reached their lowest ebb of 
the year. 


Departmenl store sales during 1937 


exceeded the volume in 1936 by 5.8 per 
cent and were the largest for any year 
since 1030. Although sales during De- 
cember, 1937, were 5.2 per cent less 
than in December, 193G, a jump of 56.9 
per cent from November to December, 
1937, was shown. 


Wholesale and jobbing firms also re- 


ported 1937 a better business year than 
1936, with an increase of 3.9 per cent. 


Railroad freight traffic fell off more 


sharply in December from November 
than in usual seasonal declines, and 
a decrease also was noted from De- 
comber of the year before. 
Volume 


for 1937. however, exceeded that of all 
years since 1930. Livestock excepted, 
increases were decordel in all classi- 
fications of freight hauled, particular- 
ly ore, forest products, coke and mis- 
cellaneous products. There has been 
a moderate upturn in loading since 
January 1. 


Passenger traffic in December show- 


ed a 'substantial rise from December, 
1936. 


Agriculture enjoyed an "exceptional 


year" in the Eight district, with yields 
of all main crops measurably above a 
year earlier and above the five-year 
U928-1932I average. The cotton crop 
was the largest on record, although 
-suffering from low prices. Returns for 
1937 were considerably below 1936, al- 
though the yield was 1,306,000 bales 
larger. 


Merchants in rice and cotton regions 


reported backwardness, in collections 
because of low prices being paid for 
these commodities. Improvement -since 
the first of the year was shown, rapid 
progress in tobacco marketing being 
responsible for considerable 
liquida- 


tion of indebtedness.

E. H. Coulter, lawyer for the Mor- 


gan brothers, said that S. R. Morgan 
was out of the state when notified by 
telephone that the indictment had been 
returned, nnd that he would return 
and make bond Friday. 


The indictment, which contains eight 


counts, is based on transactions in- 
volving affairs of the bankrupt Mu- 
nicipal Gas Company and Cherokee 
Public Service Company, both of Mus- 
kogee, which were units in a chain of 
public utility componies controlled by 
S. R. Morgan. M. 13. Morgan was em- 
ployed by W. DeWoody Dickinson, 
truslec, as manager for the concerns 
afler they went into bankruptcy in 
January, 1932. 


Criminal 
contempt 
charges were 


brought against the Morgan brothers 
by Unitld States Attorney Fred A. Is- 
grig in October, 1936, charging the two 
with having obtained about 510,000 
from assets of the bankrupl concerns 
by fraud and subterfuge. The charges 
made at that time are substantially the 
same as those on which the .indict- 
ment returned this week is based. 


The Morgan brolhers were, convicted 


last January on the criminal contempt 
charge after a trial which lasted near- 
ly a week, and were sentenced by Fed- j 
oral Judge Heartsill Ragon to serve six | 
months in a penitentiary and to pay 
fines of ?500 each. An appeal from ihe 
sentence was filed with the Eighth 
Circuit Court of Appeals and i.s pend- 
ing. The brothers have been at liberty 
under bond since tluit time.

Red river reached its crest at 4 p. m. 


Thursday at Fulton and began falling. 


The peak was 33.1 feet. 
The river guage at 7 a. m. Friday 


showed a drop to 32,8 feet. The levee 
three miles south of Fulton, weakened 
by th swolln stream, was holding. 


Backwater still covered places in the 


Fulton-McNab highway, but was slow- 
ly draining. It was not necessary to 
suspend traffic on this road.

Japan Says Sentry Who 


Slapped U. S. Envoy 


"Was Doing Duty" 


WASHINGTON. — (/P) — President 


Roosevelt asked congress Friday to 
authorize millions of new expenditures 
on the Navy's fighting force and the 
Army's land defense to bolster arma- 
ments which he termed "inadequate 
for the purposes of national security." 


Outstanding among the president's •' 


requests for armed "protection" based 
"not on aggression but on defense"- 
was a 20 per cent increase in the Navy ' 
building program. 


Navy officials estimated the cost 


would be 800 million dollars. 


The president also recommended 


spending 517,330,000 for the betterment 
of the Army, including 58,800,000 for 
anti-aircraft armaments. 


He said he recommended the in- 


creased armaments because of devel- 
opments "specifically in other coun- 
tries in such a manner as to involve a 
threat to world peace and security." 


Japan Defends Slapping 


SHANGHAI, China—(IP)—A Japanese 


military spokesman declared Friday 
that the Japanese sentry who slapped 
the face of John M. Allison, ranking 
United States diplomat at Nanking, 
was "only doing his duty," and would 
not be punished. 


He said the apology tendered to Alli- 


son merely was "a gesture of courtesyj;' 
>'-:At Tokyo, War Minister General 
Sugiyama told, Japan's parliament 
that the war with China has reached 
so critical a stage that Japan must now 
"prepare for a country other than 
China." 


The minister did not specify the 


power he had in mind.

the A. F. of L. on all its affiliates for 
organization work against the C. I. O. 


Tlie A. F. of L. Executive Council is 


meeting in closed session here and 
Howard said he was on hand to repre- 
sent the printers' union. 


William Green, A. F. of L. president, 


said the council planned no action on 
the matter. The situation would be 
raised only at the next general con- 
vention, he indicated, when a move 
could be made to bar the I. T. U. if it 
were not in good standing. 


Howard citied a recent deposition 


Green made in Washington in a case 
involving the Brewers' Union. Green 
said the A. F. of L. had the same con- 
trol over the national unions like the 
I. T. U as it had over the federal 
unions which it organized itself. How- 
ard held a precedent to have been 
established for the federation taking 
control of the finances of its affiliates. 


Tlie I. T. U. "is not going to be sub- 


jected to that kind of control," he 
added. 


Withdrawal 
of the Typographical 


Union from the A. F. of L. could be 
brought about by a referendum of its 
members within 60 days, but Howard 
said no steps had been taken to hold 
one and that "there is no responsible 
element in the membership that thinks 
we should withdraw." 


Howard is opposed for re-election by 


an anli-C. I. O. candidate. Clacde M. 
Baker of California. The election will 
be held by mail next May.

Do We Need Forcible Union Incorporation? 


THE decision of Federal Judge Fred L. Wham of East St. 
1 Louis, ordering the Progressive Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica to pay $117.000 in damages resulting from a lengthy 
strike, has brought to a new crescendo the long and bitter a>-- 
gument over responsibility of labor unions. 


The final outcome of the case, which presumably will be 


darned to the highest court in the land, is one which wil 
altect the entire future of employer-employe relations ir 
America. 
.„... Judge Wham's ruling, holding that unions and their 
members are responsible tinder the law for damage inflicted 
as a result of unlawful conduct or conspiracy to injure an em- 
jfi^y?1'.'8, property or business, may eventually prove to be a 
-turning point in the controversy over whether labor unions 
^should be incorporated or otherwise made legally responsible 
aor their actions.

THE bitter argument over incorporation of unions goes back 


to around 1880 when, strangely enough, it was organized 


labor which was demanding the right to take advantage of the 
incorporation laws in order to remove the aura of illegality 
which surrounded unions at that time. 


-,In 1886. Congress passed a law permitting unions to in- 
; corporate, but by that time labor leaders had had a change of 


heart and few unions took advantage of the opportunity A.s 
years passed, labor sentiment against incorporation became 


; more pronounced, leaders realizing that such action would 


( make unions subject to many restraints and responsibilities 
•which do not affect voluntary associations. 
' 
....Since that time there have been alew court decisions on 


j the issue but never a controlling and all-inclusive ruling on 
the legal status of unincorporated unions. 


Briefly the stands of employers and workers on the ques- 
tion are these: 


Employers contend that the present situation is unfair 


because they, as individuals or corporations, are responsible 
tor their acts, while unions are not. They contend that em- 
ployers should receive assurance under the law that, once a 
contract is signed, there will be no strike or other disturbances 
so long as employers discharge their obligations. 


Labor contends that unions are .not irresponsible, do not 


violate contracts, and need not be incorporated to assure re- 
sponsibility.

Extensive publicity given to recent' 


outbreaks of severe diarrhea among' 
newborn babies in the nurseries of hos- 
pitals as perhaps caused undue appre- 
hension us to this condition. 


In two and, one-half yearn there j 


were 16 such outbreaks in the nurseries • 
of 11 hospitals in New ork City. Epj- j 
demies recently have been reported! 
from institutions in Kansas and 
in j 


Chicago. The condition, therefore, is i 
not extraordinary—but it may be u n - i 
usual in its severity. 
j 


In the usual outbreak one or t w o j 


babies within a few days after birth i 
will suddenly develop severe diarrhea 
with a. high fever, loss of weight and 
the other signs of severe intestinal ' 
intoxication. 


In the very worst cases death may- 


be prompt but in many instances the 
child may be ill it week or longer and 
rnay, in /act, die of some intercurrent ( 
condition such as pneumonia. In the ' 
minor cases the babies recover withj/i i 
two or three weeks. 


Two generations ago diarrhea in ba- 


bies, particularly the socalled sum- j 
mer complaint, was exceedingly corn- I 
rncn. Babies suffered frc-rn what was 
culled cholera infanturn and cholera 
morbus, but in recent years that type 
of condition had been largely- over- 
come by use of pure water, pure milk 
and through sanitary control of nurs- 
eries. 


It has been customary in the hos- 


pital:: to determine exactly which bac- 
terial organisms were responsible in 
each outbreak. W),en these conditions 
first developed, it once was customary 
to take the infected children out of 
the nursery a.io permit others to be 
brought in.

nowborn in hospitals and making cer- 
tain that now cases will not develop.

:-.ure that mothers, attendants, nurses 
and other personnel are not carriers of 
bacteria which are dangerous to babies. 


The newborn baby is so sensitibe to 


infection from food or from the attend- 
ant': in the nursery, or sometimes even 
from the air, but it is necessary to 
adr.n m erasures almost like that of the 
operating room to insure protection. 


In one nursery all of the attendants 


wear cap;, and face masks and steriliz- 
e--l gr,v/ns and are required to scrub 
and disinfect their hands before hand- 
l.ng each baby. The nurses who feed 
the babit.5 arc- not permitted to dress 
;hem or to change their diapers. 


Each baby is kept in a separate cubi- 


cle and ;j]| instruments and equipment 
are boilerl be-fore use. 


In order to prevent infection new j 


precautions are now being developed ! 
in most of the hospitals which will j 
make the conditions much safer for' 
the babies.
